TO  BE  EXPLAINED  IN  A 


COURSE  OF  LECTURES. 


I.  Of  the  nature  of  animate  matter;  of  the  JlateSj  life, 
HEALTH^  DISEASE,  and  DEATH. 

\ 

I.  Physic,  in  the  moft  comprehenfive 
fenfe,  fignifies  the  art  of  preventing  certain 
ftates  of  animate  Beings^  called  difeafes ; and 
of  removing  or  changing  fuch  ftates,  for  thofe 
called  healthy  ftates,  or  health.  There  may  be 
other  objefts  of  phyfic ; namely,  the  prolonga- 
tion of  life ; the  removal  of  deformities ; the 
fupplying  of  defects;  the  propagation  par- 
ticular varieties  of  the  different  kinds  of 
animate  Beings  ; and,  efpecially,  the  palliation 
of  difeafes. 
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II.  An- 
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II.  Animate  Beings  are  divided  into  two 
clafTes,  called  Animals  and  Vegetables.  The 
former  polTefs  the  faculty  of  locomotion,  and 
of  fensation ; in  whofe  compofition.  Azote  or 
Nitrogen  is  a principal  ingredient,  united  to 
Hydrogen,  Carbon,  and  Oxygen.  The  latter, 
namely.  Vegetables,  are  things  which  grow ; — 
in  which,  a whole  vegetable  can,  for  the  moft 
part,  be  formed  from  a part  of  its  root,  trunk, 
branches,  and  leaves — which  polfefs  confidera- 
ble  powers  of  reproduction  of  entire  parts, 
which  have  been  cut  off,  or  decayed  ; — which 
do  not  poffefs  the  faculty  of  locomotion ; — 
which  apparently  have  no  power  of  feeling ; — 
which,  for  the  moft  part,  contain  no  Azote,  or 
only  a fmall  proportion  of  it,  in  their  compo- 
fftion ; but  which,  as  far  as  known,  are  com- 
pounded of  Carbon  (the  principal  ingredient). 
Hydrogen,  and  Oxygen. 

III.  Difeafes  arc  commonly  underffood  to 
be  thofe  ftates,  in  which  the  living  Being  does 
not  produce  thofe  aCtions  w’hich  the  reft  of  the 

fame

fame  kind  do  in  general,  under  the  fame  cir« 
cumftances ; or  in  which  the  external  and 
obvious  properties  are  different  from  thofe  of 
• the  reft  of  the  fame  kind,  in  general.  Further: 
fuch  unufual  ftates  and  properties  are  efpe- 
cially  confidered  to  be  difeafed  ones,  on 
account  of  their  apparently  producing  prema- 
ture death;  and  on  account  of  their  being 
attended  (in  animals)  with  painful  feelings. 
Hence  will  be  underftood  what  is 'meant  by 
the  term  Health.  • 

IV.  Healthy  ftates  are  much  more  com- 
monly prefent  than  difeafed  ones.  Hence  the 
former  are  denominated  natural,  and  the  latter 
prceternatural ; but  with  impropriety, 

V.  Every  animate  Being  is  originally  formed 
from  a portion  of  an  animate  Being  of  the  same 
hind,  namely,  from  a feed,  root,  part  of  the 
trunk,  &c. ; by  the  agency  of  which  portion 

of  animate  matter,  upon  dead  animal,  or  vege- 

) 

table  matter,  water,  oxygen  gas,  and  calorific, 

the 
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the  animate  matter  is  gradually  compounded, 
of  which  a complete  animal  or  vegetable 
confifls. 

VI.  It  is  not  demonflrated,  that  any  of  the 
fubflances  which  are  a6led  upon  by  animate 
matter  (V.)  become  animate  matter,  except 
inanimate  animal  and  vegetable  matter;  the 
reft  may  be  merely  afliftants  in  the  aflimilation 
into  animate  matter,  or  ferve  other  purpofes  in 
the  economy  of  animals  and  vegetables. 

VII.  The  compounding  of  animal  and  ve- 
getable Beings  in  growth^  by  the  agency  of 
animate  matter  on  inanimate  animal  and  vege- 
table matter,  muft  be  referred  to  laws  of 
attraftion  of  a different  kind  from  thofe  of 
chemical  attra6lion ; or  elfe  the  compofition 
of  animate  animal  and  vegetable  matter  is 
different  from  that  of  inanimate  animal  and 
vegetable  matter;  but  if  the  compofition  be 
different,  it  is  not  afcertained  whether  the 
difference  confifts  in  the  component  ingredients. 


or 
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or  in  the  arrangement  of  them.  Hence,  when 
death  happens,  there  is  either  a reparation  of 
one  or  more  of  the  component  ingredients  of 
the  animal  and  vegetable,  or  a new  arrange- 
ment of  them  takes  place. 

VIII.  Inanimate  animal  and  vegetable  matter 
polfefs  few  of  the  properties  of  apparently  the 
fame  matter  in  an  animate  ftate ; for  except 
fome  mechanical  properties,  all  the  properties 
of  animate  matter  muft  be  explained  by  laws 
of  a different  order  from  thofe  of  Chemiflry 
and  Natural  Philofophy. 

IX.  Certain  parts  of  animate  Beings  are,  for 
the  moft  part,  gradually  changing  into  the 
ftate  of  dead  matter;  and  animate  matter  is, 
for  the  moft  part,  gradually  compounded  to 
repair  the  lofs  of  dead  parts.  Hence  an 
animate  Being  confifts  of  animate  matter,  to 
which  is  conftantly  attached  a quantity  of  dead 
matter.  The  compofition  of  animate  matter 
in  this  repairing  procefs,  muft  be  referred  to 

the 
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the  agency  of  what  may  be  called  vital  attrac- 
tive  poivcr,  and  not  to  chemical  attraction ; of 
which  the  bell  proofs  are  the  digeftion  of  food 
in  the  ftomach,  the  compounding  of  inteftinal 
chyme,  of  chyle,  and  of  blood.  The  decay 
of  certain  parts  muft  be  referred  either  merely 
to  the  exhauflion  of  the  vital  powers,  or  to 
chemical  and  mechanical  attractions,  counter- 
acting the. vital  powers. 

X.  The  power  of  compounding  animate 
matter  in  each  fpecies  of  Being,  is  deflroyed 
or  exhaufted  after  a limited  time : and  death, 
from  mere  age,  perhaps,  mofl  frequently  takes 
place  on  this  account. 

. XI.  If  any  of  the  fubftances  from  which 
animate  matter  is  produced  (V.)  be  wholly, 
or  even  in  a great  degree,’  withdrawn,  anima- 
tion under  mofl;  circumftances  fpeedily  ceafes ; 
and  thefe  fubflances  (V.)  may  be  called  vital 
excitants  or  Jlimull, 


XII.  Any 
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XII.  Any  one,  or  feveral  of  a great  number 
of  other  JalJlanceSt  ‘ change  the  hate  of  the 
animal  and  vegetable  economy,  on  being 
applied  to  them.  Some  of  thefe  changes  have 
no  influence  on  the  duration  of  life; — others 
induce  more  vigorous  health,  and  perhaps, 
prolong  life ; — others  induce  difeafed  ftates, 
and  abridge  the  term  of  life,  or  more  imme- 
diately deflroy  it ; — and  others  remove  difeafed 
ftates,  and  produce  healthy  ones.  Thefe  may 
be  called  extraneous  excitants  or  JlimulL 

XIII.  The  ftate  of  many  of  the  organs  of 
the  animal'  and'vegetable  economy  is  direflly 
influenced  by  various  Jlates  of  certain  other 
organs  and  parts,  viz.  by  the  ftomach,  the 
brain ; the  blood,  and  other  fluids ; the 
, emotions,  the  paflions;  mufcular  exercife; 
watching,  and  fleep ; fo  that  life,  health,  difeafe, 
and  death,  may  depend  on  the  agency  of  fuch 
ftates.  Thefe  may  be  called  internal  excitants 
or  Jlimuli. 


XIV.  The 
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XIV.  The  properties  of  animate  matter  feem 

to  be  principally  referable  to  capability  of 
aftions  or  motions,  from  the  agency  of  vital 
excitants  (XI),  the  extraneous  excitants  (XII.), 
and  internal  excitants,  or  the  different  parts  of 
animate  Beings  on  one  another  (XIII.)  This 
capability  may,  perhaps,  be  moft  properly 
termed  excitability.  It  h'as  been  called 
irritability , mobility,  living  principle,  Jpirit  of 
animation,  fenforial  poiver,  &c.  The  fub- 

ftances  and  ftates  (XI.  XII.  XIII.)  which  excite 
thefe  a6fions,  are  called  excitants,  or  sti- 
muli. The  Bate  of  the  parts  thus  excited  to 
a6lion,  is  called  excitement,  excitation,  Jlu 
mulation,  and  irritation. 

XV.  The  a6lions  and  motions  from  excitabi- 
lity, (XIV.)  do  not  appear  to  be  reducible  to 
the  laws  of  inanimate  matter,  belonging  to 
natural  philofophy,  chemiffry,  eledfricity, 
magnetifm,  cryflallization,  &c. 

XVI.  If  excitability  (XIV.)  be  deflroyed,  all 

the 
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the  properties  peculiar  to  animate  matter  alfo 
difappear.  Hence  animation,  or  life,  either 
confifts  in  excitability,  or  is  effentially  con- 
nefted  with  it. 

XVII.  Excitability  may  exift,  perhaps,  for  an 
unlimited*  time  in  certain  Hates  of  fome  living 
things,  provided  the  peculiar  a£lions  of  ani- 
mate matter  (XIV. J be  not  excited;  as  in  feeds 
of  plants,  roots,  eggs,  animals  rendered  torpid, 
by  abftra61ing  calorific;  in  which  cafes,  the 
vital  Jiimuli  (XI.)  are  not  applied,  or  only 
weakly  fo.  Hence,  the  animate  Jlate  is  not 
neceffarily  fupported  by  vital Jiimuli;  nor  is  it, 
as  hath  been  affirmed,  ?l  forced Jlate, 

XVIIL  Although  animation,  or  excitability, 
ceafes  on  withdrawing  the  vital  excitants  (XI), 
if  the  motions  and  actions  peculiar  to  animate 
Beings  have  been  repeatedly  excited;  yet

excitability  fublifts  in  fuch  Beings  for  a limited 
time  only,  although  the  vital  excitants  are 
applied:  hence  active  animate  Beings  are 
neceffarily  mortal. 
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XIX.  The  duration,  and  Jlates  of  excitability 
(XIV),  in  Beings  of  the  fame  fpecies,  are  liable 
to  vary  according  to : — 

(A.)  The  kind,  degree,  and  duration,  of 
excitation  by  the  vital  excitants  (XI.) 

(B.)  The  kind,  degree,^  and  duration,  of 
excitation  by  the  external  excitants  (XII.) 

(C.)  The  kind,  degree,  and  duration,  of 
excitation  by  the  internal  excitants  (XIII).

(D.)  Aboriginal  excitability. 

XX.  Individual  .animate  Beings  of  the  fame 
fpecies  differ  from  one  another  in  their  fize 
zx\dform,  on  account  of  the  different  excitants 
(XI,  XII,  XIII.):  and  on  account  of  the  ah- 
original  excitahility  of  the  portion  of  animate 
matter  from  which  thofe  Beings  were  formed 
(V.)  The  propagation  of  certain  forts,  or 
varieties,  of  animals  or  vegetables,  is  effected 
on  thefe  principles. 


XXI.  The 
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XXI.  The  fame  kinds,  and  degrees  of  aSTion, 
in  different  individuals  of  the  fame  fpecies,  in 
many  in  fiances,  are  produced  by  different 
kinds  and  degrees  of  force,  of  the  excitants 
(XI,  XII,  XIII) ; and  different  kinds  and  degrees 
of  action  are  frequently  produced  by  the  fame 
kinds  and  degrees  of  the  excitants  (XI,  XII, 
XIII) ; either  on  account  of  the  different  ftates 
of  excitability  produced  (XIX),  or  from  the 
aboriginal  excitability  (XIX.  D.)  being  diffe- 
rent in  degrees  of  power.  Hence  will  be 
underftood  the  principle  of  the  different  ftates 
of  health,  and  difeafe,  from  the  fame  excitants; 
and  the  fame  ftates  of  health  and  difeafe  from 
different  excitants,  in  many  cafes.  And  hence, 
each  of  the  vital  excitants  may  produce  dif- 
eafes,  and  cure  them, 

XXII.  Certain  ftates  of  excitability  take  place, 
in  which  difeafed  actions,  or  motions,  are 
always  produced:  either  by  excitants  in  ge- 
neral, or  by  particular  kinds  of  them.

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XXIII,  Certain  kinds  of  excitants  always 
produce  difeafed  actions,  or  motions. 

XXIV.  All  the  organs  of  animate  Beings 
can  be  excited  to  certain  motions,  of  perhaps

the  fame  kind,  by  excitants  in  general ; thefe 
may  be  called  common  vital  motions,  and 
common  excitants  \ and  arife  from  the  fame 
kind  of  excitaUlity,  which  may  be  called 
' common  excitability,

XXV.  Each  of  the  organs  of  animate  Beings 
is,  perhaps,  alfo  capable  of  having  motions 
excited,  of  a peculiar  kind,  by  certain  kinds  of 
excitants  only ; as  well  as  by  excitants  of  or^ 
dinary  motions  in  other  parts.  Hence  there 
are  fpecific  excitants,  and  fpecific  Jiates  of  ex^ 
citability, 

XXVI.  The  excitability,  and  action,  of  fome 
organs  are  neceflary  to  the  excitability  and 
aClion  of  all  the  reft.  The  action  of  the  ab- 
forbents  is  effential  to  vegetable  life ; and  the 

‘ action 
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action  of  the  Jlomach  in  digejiion  is  eflential  to 
animal  life.  But  according  to  the  particular 
fpecies,  there  are  other  organs  whofe  adions 
are  alfo  neceflfary  to  life. 

XXVII.  Peculiar  motions,  both  of.  health 
and  difeafe,  are  excitable  by  peculiar  excitants 
in  different  fpecies  of  Beings. 

XXVIll.  The  time  or  term^  for  which  excu 

m 

f 

tahility  or  life  can  be  preferved  by  the  due 
application  of  excitants  (XI,  XII,  XIII)  is  im- 
menfely  different  in  different  fpecies  of  animals 
and  vegetables ; it  is  at  leaft  as  56,000  to  1. 

XXIX.  The  properties  of  • excitability  are 

referable,  principally,  to — 1,  Refiftance  to

compofition,  'or  decompofition,  with  any  other 
kind  of  matter,  except  with  animal  or  vegeta- 
ble matter  which  has  loft  its  power  of  produc-» 
ing  the  peculiar  motions  of  life  (XIV);— » 
2,  Capability  of  motions,  and  of  producing

certain  aftions,  explicable  by  laws  of  a diftin6l 
order  (XV). 

XXX.  Excitants  (XIV.)  in  animals,  produce 
excitation  directly ; i ft,  In  the  mufcular  fibres, 
ivith  or  without  fenfation;  2d,  In  the  nerves 
producing  fenfation ; 3d,  In  the  mind  or  brain , 
producing  volition,  thought,  imagination,  me* 
mory,  &c. ; 4th,  In  producing  ajfociate  motions, 
or  motions',  from  one  part  being  excited,  other 
parts,  which  have  been  previoufly  excited  at 
the  fame  dme  with  fuch  parts,  are  again  ex- 
cited, 

XXXI.  The  phoenomena  of  actions  from 
excitability,  are — locomotion — contra6lion  and 
relaxation — involuntary  mufcular  motion — 
motion  from  aflbeiation — emotions  and  paf- 
fions — thought,  or  mental  operations — a6lions 
of  the  economy'  upon  itfelf — fecretions  and 
exertions — aftions  from  chyle,  blood,  abforb- 
ent  fyftem — fenfation — aftions  frgm  volition, 
aflbeiation,  habit,  irritation — adions  in  the 

ftomach, 
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ftomach,  and  alimentary  canal  from  food  and 
drink,  &c.  &c.

XXXII.  Among  the  Hates  of  excitability 
indicated  by  common  excitants  fXXIV.),  in 
which  tlie  mode  of  a61ion  is  fuppofed  to  be 
known,  may  efpecially  be  diftinguifhed  thofe 
which  occafion  differences  in  force  of  action 

the  duration  of  action — inverted  action — 
irregular  action — in  the  dfpofition  to  produce 
action  \ irritability  and  torpor — the  difpofition 
to  lofe  excitability— the  difpofition  to  acquire 
excitability— the  procefs  of  compounding  ani- 
mate matter  during  growth ; and  of  repairing 
the  lofs  from  decaying  parts  during  the  whole 
of  life  the  formative  procefs  in  morbid  gi'owth^ 
and  in  fupplying  the  lofs  of  parts  by  accident’s. 

XXXII h The  different  adions  (XXXI.)  may 
be  concomitants  of  fpecifc  Hates  of  excitability 
in  which  the  mode  of  aftion  is  not  known. 

XXXIV.  The  Hates  (XXXII,  XXXIII)  are 

produced 
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produced  and  regulated  by  the  aboriginal 
excitability  (V.)  and  the  fubfequent  agency  of 
excitants  (^XI,  XII,  XIII.) 

XXXV.  Health  is  known  to  be  prefent  by 
certain  aflions  and  motions  taking  place  (HI.) 
from  excitants  (XI,  XII,  XIII.) ; and  thefe  take 
place  when  the  excitants  can  be  applied,  be 
duly  proportioned,  and  be  adapted  to  the 
degree  and  kind  of  excitability : when  they 
cannot,  difeafe  is  prefent,  or  death  is  occa- 
fioned.  To  duly  adapt  or  proportion  the 
excitants  to  the  various  ftates  of  excitability, 
and  excitation  of  animate  matter,  the  laws  of 
them  Ihould  be  inveftigated  much  farther  than 
has  hitherto  been  done. 

XXXV.  (A.)  The  excitability  can  only  yield 
a limited  quantity  of  motion  or  action,  to* an 
excitant.* 

(B.)  When  action  can  no  longer  be  excited 

by  a given  excitant,  the  fame,  or  a different 

one 
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one,  in  many.  inftanGe^,  can  be  excited  by  a 
different  excitant, 

(C.)^A  |)art,vwhofe  excitability  has  been 
exhaufted  by  excitants  of  every  kind,  perhaps, 
never  recovers  its  excitability,  but  is  in  the 
ftate  of  dead  matter. 

(D.)  If  the  excitability  of  a part,  by  certain 
excitants  only,  be  exhaufted  in  a healthy  ftate; 
on  partially  or  wholly  abHrading  fuch  exci- 
tant's,  the  excitability  returns  in  fome  inftances 
in  lefs  than  a fecond  of  time,  as  in  the  cavities 
of  the  heart  during  the  circulation  of  the 
blood;  and  in  other  inftances,  not  tiU  after 
eight  or  nine  hours,  as  in  the  ftomach  after  a 
meal,  or  in  the  voluntary  mufcles  after  labour. 
The  animal  and  vegetable,  economy  in  a 
healthy  ftate  exhibit  ftates  of  adion  of  all  the 
organs  from  excitants,  and  of  ceffation  or  di- 
minution of  a6lion  from  the  abftraflron  of 
excitants  in  the  ordinary  courfe  of  nature. 
Motion  is  diminifhed  alfo  by  fedatives. 
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(E.)  The 
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’{E.)  The  excitability  will,  for  the  mojl  part, 

be  in verfely  as  the  excitation,  - V 

(F.)  In  fome  parts,  the  pQwer  of  acquiring 
excitability  is  inpeafed  by  diminifliing  it  duly 
by  excitants. 

(G.}  The  excitement  of  a part  will  be  (within 
certain  limits)  as  the  degree  of  the  excitant, 

and  inveifeley  as  the  previous  excitement  in 
ordinary  life.

ifl,  Paits,  which  from  their  age,  have  been, 
little  excited  by  the  excitants  of  life  (XI.)  have 
their  actions  readily  excited;  but  they  are  weak 
and  not  of  Jong  duration. 

2dly,  By  repeated  excitation,  parts  become  ‘ 
lefs  readily  excitable,  except  habit  and  affocia^ 

tion,  but  for -a  time  in  life  thp  aftions  are  more 
powerful,  - 

d^ly.  By  flill  further  repeated  excitation, 
the  parts  gradually  lofe  their  power  of  acquire 
ing  excitability.

(I.)  A6lions  or  motions  may  be  excited  by 
aftiqns  or  motions  in  didinft  parts,  without 
any  known  direft  conne6tion  of  nerves  or  like 
parts;  fuch  are  called  fympathetic  actions  or 
motions. 

(K.)  In  different  parts,  different  hinds  and 
degrees  of  action  may  be  excited  at  the  fame 
time  by  different  kinds  of  excitants.

fL.)  Motions,  excited  by  a given  cxeitnn/^  in 
many  inftances,  may  he  removed  \>y  exciting 
differ mt  motions  by  a difFetent>  excitant,  eithef 
applied  to  the  fame,:  or  i.  difFecent  part.  .

(P.)  Organs  not  excited  duly  to  motion, 
become  fo  excitable,  that  difeafes  arife  from

(Q.)  If  the  organs  be  excited  too  violentl3r, 
or  for  too  long  a time,  the  excitability  becomes 
fo  far  diiniriilKed,  that  the  ordinary  excitants  to 
healthymotions’ (XXXVI)  cannot  prod uce  them; 
*— 'fuch  a ftate  has  been  , called  indirect  deUtity. 

(R.)  Excitability  iri  apparently  the  fame 
part  may  ho.  litcreafedt  with  refpetl  to  certain 
excitants,' and  dJimimJhed  with  refpe^l;  to  others* 

(S.)  Peculiar  ftates  of  excitability  exift  in 
certain  individuals,  called  idiofyncrafics,

(U.)  Various  ftates  of  excitability  with  fe- 
fpeflr  to  certain  excitants,  may  be  induced  by

♦ftomach,  &c.  or  by  cuftom.*  A ftate  fo  ac- 
quired is  termed  haUt  and  ajjociability, 

, (V.)  As  the  excitability  of  certain  parts  is 
ncccflary  to  that  of  the  others  (XXVI.)  the

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health,  'direafe,  and  life  of  the  whole  economy 
may  depend  on  the  excitability  of  a fingle 


(W.)  Excitability  is  elTentially  conneaed  with 
not  only  due  excitement  (XXXIV.)  but  with 
a certain  figure,  magnitude,  fituation,  number, 
texture,  and  connedlion  of  the  different  organs 
of  the  vital  economy:  and  thefe  mechanical

properties  depend  on  the  aboriginal  excitz^bility

XVI.  Every  difeafe,  as  far  as  is  conceivable 
from  the  nature  of  living  matter,  mull  confilt  in, 
or  have  for  its  proximate  caii$e^  a peculiar  or 
fpecific  Hate  of  excitability ; or  of  motion  without 
fuch  peculiar  excitability;  or  of  both  peculiar 
excitability  and  motion  (P.  I.  xl.  p.  25) : but 
our  prefent  knowledge  of  the  fcience  of  Phyfic

XVII.  However  unattainable  the  knowledge 
of  proximate  caufes  may  be  at  prefent,  it  will  be: 
beneficial  to  attempt  to  dillinguilli  between  dif- 
eafes  from  morbid  excitants  operating  on  healthy 
excitability,  and  difeafes  from  morbid  excitability 
a6led  upon  by  healthy  excitants ; 2.  to  find  out 
the  combination  of  fimple  difeafes,  ufually  con- 
founded without  difcrimination  under  one  vague 
denomination ; 3.  to  obferve  the  succession  of  dif- 

eafed 
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cafed  ftates,  equally  confounded  under  one  de- 
nomination, or  at  bell  only  diftinguiftied  by  the 
name  of  stages ; 4.  to  attempt  to  diftinguifti  the 
different  difeafes  from  one  another,  which  pro- 
duce apparently  the  fame  remote  effe6ls,  and 
which  are  confounded  together  under  one  name, 
denoting  fuch  fimilar  remote  effefts : for,  by' 
fuch  inveftigations,  there  is  the  beft  chance  of 
finding  out  the  kind  and  feat  of  the  difeafe,  and 
the  moft  rational  theory  is  afforded  to  direft 
•praftice  in  cafe  of  failure  from  experience.  Fur- 
ther, this  plan  is  the  moft  likely  to  furnifti  what 
is  called  in  the  fchools  the  Ratio  symptomatum 
of  each  difeafe,  and  is  the  beft  foundation  for 
the  branch  called  Prognosis,

difeafes  never  occur  unlefs  certain  ftates  or  pre- 
difpofitions  be  prefent  (p.  138,  v.)  such  difeafes

lions,  ;even  although/  the  occafional  caufe  be  ap- 
plied ; which  removal,  however,  is  frequently  un- 
attainable. ' ■ 


XIX.  Experience  having  Ihcwn  that  certain 
difeafes  never  occur  but  when  certain  excitants, 
or  occafional  caufes  (p.  143,  ix.)  are  applied,  fucb 
difeafes  may  be  prevented  by  avoiding  or  re- 
moving, or  counterafting  the  occafional  caufes ; 
which  meafures  are  often  attainable,  but  com- 
monly  negle6led. 

XX.  Many  difeafes  would,  frequently,  hot  oc- 
cur, unlefs  exciting  caufes  concurred  (p.  ,148, 
xiii,)  with  the  other  remote  caufes : hence  the 
chance  is  leflened  of  the  occurrence  of  fuch  dif- 
eafes, by  avoiding  or  removing  the  exciting 
caufes.

XXII.  The  art  of  Phyfic  is  not  able  to  effect 
any  change  in  the  ftate  of  health  of  the  Animal 
economy ; in  which  new  ftate,  health  will  con- 
tinue for  a looget-  tiihe.  Hence  the  diftinflioii 
made  in  the  fchools  between  the  Preservation  of 
Healthi  and  the  Prevention  of  Disease,  is  with- 
out any  real  difference.  It  may  be  proper  to 
remark,  that  the  meaftirfeS  taken  for  the  prefer- 
vation  of  health  are  commonly  thofe  for  the  pre- 
vention  of  imaginary  difeafes,  or  from  a mere 
hypotheiis  of  their  power  of  preventing  difeafes 
in  general ; whereas  the  itieafures  for  prevention 
are  commonly  taken  with  precifioii  fOr  determi- 
nate real  difeafes.

Such  cafes  have  been  imputed  to  a 
fuppofed  power,’ named  Fzs  Natures  medicatrix, 
which,  in  fome  fchools,  has  been  confidered  to 
be  intelligent,  and  alfo  capable  of  preventing 
many  difeafes ; then  called  the  Vis  Natures  con- 
servatriiv. — Thefe  cures  happen  with  conftancy 

enough  ‘ 
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enough  in  many  difeafes  to  juftify  the  opinion  of 
the  exiftence  of  the  above  power ; but,  in  many 
apparently  fpontaneous  cures,  it  is  moft  probable 
they  are  effefted  by  the  accidental  agency  of 
various  excitants  (p.  6,  xi.  xii.  xiii.),  which,  in 
fome  inftances,  are  obfervable,  but  in  others  are 
unperceived;  although  fuch  cafes  are  alfo  im- 
puted to  Nature,  Whether  fuch  a power  as  the 
Vis  medicatrix  be  admitted  or  not,  and  in  the  lat- 
ter  cafe  the  fpontaneous  cures  be  referred  to  con- 
comitant or  confequent  effefts  of  the  difeafe  it- 
felf,  is  of  no  importance  in  praftice  at  prefent, 
provided  the  fafts  be  known ; but  it  is  a fubjeft 
very  interefling  to  Philofophy,  and  may  here- 
after be  fo  in  praftice,
